| HUGE LEGAL FEES TO USELESS 
: COUNSEL 
—_---—_ 
Public “in England Mulcted by cul 
toms That Amount to Scanda 

London, England,—The practice of 
paying junior counsel a fee equal to 
two-thirds of the amount paid to sen- 
for counsel was attacked at the gen- 
eral meeting of the Law Society. 

Brinsby Harper said the Law So- 
clety should protect the public as well 
as look after the Interests oMhe pro- 
fession, and it was time to do away 
with something which was nothing 
less than a scandal, 

A friend of his had often briefed Sir 
Henry Hawkins, who never wanted 
more than 20 guineas and two on the 
brief, but nowadays leading society 
K.C,’s were asking extravagant fees. 
There was no objection to a K.C. get: 
tire ‘those fees if the client wanted to 
brief that K.C., but it was hard that 
junior counsel should also get two- 
thirds of the amount which his leader 
received. 

He knew of a case where a junior 
counsel was not nt in court for 
some days during a trial, but still he 
had to be paid his 65 guineas per day. 

In another case, $500 was to be 
paid to a leading counsel and the 
usual proportion to the junior. Both 
were perfectly satisfied, but subse- 
quently it was decided to brief a well- 
known K.C; The K.C. was engag- 
ed in a political campaign and he ask- 
ed a fee which was thought to be ab- 
solufely prohibitive, but the client 
thought it advisable to secure his ser- 
vices. To the client's surprise, the 
first counsel engaged explained that 
now he was by the etiquette of the 
bar junior, and was entitled to a fee 
equal to two-thirds of the fee which 
the K.C., who had been briefed at the 
big figure, was to receive. The orig- 
inal junior also explained that he was 
entitled to a fee equal to two-thirds 
of the fee paid to the counsel who 
was to have been his leader, but who 
had become junior as the result of the 
introduction of the eminent K.C. As 
counsel were satisfied in the first in- 
stance with the fees they were to 
have received, it was hardly necessary 
to say how absurd a scandal such a 
rule was. 

So serious had this question of big 
fees become, that City people declined 
to make such exorbitant payments to 
these fancy society counsel and were 
inclined to go to arbitration upon 
points which shoukl be legitimately 
settled in the high courts. 

The chairman, C, L. Samson, said 
the society had already appointed a 
committee to deal with the subject. 

It was thought however, that the re- 
solution would strengthen the commit- 
tee’s hand, and after discussion it was 

carried. 


ROYALISTS CHEER KING 


One refuses to be Tried by Magistrate 
Because He is a Jew 


Paris, France.—Exciting incidents 
marked the trial of two Camelots du 
Roi, M, Charles Maurras, the  well- 
known writer and member of the staff 
of the principal royalist paper, and 
M. de Coupigny. They were accused 
of assaulting several persons who re- 
fused to shout ‘Vive le Roi.’ The in- 
cident took place at Versailles on De- 
cember 1. 

After a banquet about 400 Royal- 
ists, or Camelots du Roi, went to the 
courtyard of the palace and made a 
demonstration in front of the statue 
of Louis XIV, According to the 
prosecution, a railway employe, who 
with his wife and friend, was about to 
inspect the palace, was surrounded by 
the demonstrators, and because he re- 
fused to,shout ‘Vive le Roi!’ he was 
knocked down, and so badly hurt that 
he could not work for a fortnight. 
Two policemen who came to the res- 
cue also received kicks and blows and 
five soldiers and a sergeant had to 
fight with the rioters to prevent the 
disturbance from spreading. 

According to the evidence of the 
sergeant, who had several teeth brok- 
en, one of the prisoners threatened 
him with a revolver. 

The court was packed with Royal- 
ists, who frequently interrupted the 
proceeding with shouts of ‘Vive le 
Roj.’ The presiding magistrate was 
M. Worms, and when he put a ques- 
tion M. Maurras said: You are a Jew, 
and I will not defend myself before a 
Jewish judge. I refuse to answer 
questions put by a judge who is not 
cf French nationality. Maurras per- 
sisted in his refusal to answer ques- 
tions. 

Contradictory statements were 
made by the witnesses, some aso ute- 
ly identifying the prisoners, others 
declaring that the accused did not 
commit the assault. But the accus- 
ed were found guilty, de Coupigny be- 
ing sent to prison for four months 
and Maurras to eight months. They 
were also ordered to pay $200 to the 
railway employe as compensation. 
The decision was received with up 
roar and cries of ‘Vive le Roi!’ Down 
with the Republic, were raised.

Outrage Committed When Few Vis!- 
tors Were in That Section of 
Gallery

of Ernest Welch, of Salterne-road, 


e painter, was arrested in con- 
nection with the affair and taken to 
Vine stre-t police station and charged 
with wilfully damaging the four pic- 
tures. They are as follows: Mrs. 
Constable, by Constable; The Glean- 
ers, by Constable; A Castle by a 
Lake, by Richard Wilson; Hadrian's 


The pictures are each about two feet 
square and are all situated in room 
23 of the, National Gallery. 

The act was committed about half- 
past three in the afternoon, and very 
few people were in this section of the 
gallery at the time. Suddenly the 
sound of smashing glass was heard, 
and some of the officials who hurried 


man in the act of jabbing the pictures 
with a two foot rule. The rule was 
afterwards found to be broken. 

Welch, when arrested, had about $35 
or $40 in his possession.

Edmonton, April 10, 1913,—

the latter city. Previously the 
steel gang and outfit cars had

Giving Your Child a Book. 
“What kind of a book shal! father 
bring you?” a small girl was question- 
ed the other day. i 
“Oh, any book,” came the reply with 
a bappy nonchalance, “as long as it can 
be my very own and stay up in my, 
room.” 

She voiced the craving of every cbild, 
says Carolyn Sherwin Baily in the De- 
lineator. Your child needs bis very own 
‘five foot’ boeksbelf which he may 
grow up with and which will meet the 
aeeds of his developing and expanding 
imagination. But each book that we 
put on this nursery bookshelf should 
be selected haying jn mind what it is 
going to do for the child. 

Will it frighten bim? Wi) it hurt 
his appreciation of beauty by its rude 
colors and poor art? Will it give bim 
warped, twisted ideas of bis world? 

Rather, will the book that you put 
into your child's hands make bim hap- 
py? Will its illustrations belp bim 
to love good pictures? Will it teach 
him something? 

if a child can bave only four booke 
it will be possible to give bim between 
the covers of these four all that be 
needs in child literature during his 
earlier years. 

One book should be very beautiful 
pictorially. Every baby loves color, 
and a good colored picture of one of his 
Mother Goose friends, bis pet animals, 
his toys, will be a feast for his soul 2l- 
most. He should be taught care in 
handling it, and turning its beautiful 
pages will be bis happy privilege. 

One book will answer the queries of 
our dear little “question mark.” It 
should furuish materici to be read to 
the child to belp him understand bis 
environment. Every child is wondert- 
fully, buoyantly interested in avimals 
and stars and trees and waters and the 
jand of little creatures down wnder bis 
feet. ‘loo often we let his questions in 
regard to nature phenomeda pass UD- 
heeded. Let us give bim a hook that 
will answer (bem. 

Our third book will be a big, magical 
collection of child stories—those stories 
that take a child out of himself and 
into the places of fancy, stories that 
make children brave, happy, unselfish, 
good. 

One more book, a doing one, It will 
be perbaps more a mother’s book than 
the child's, for it will give hints and 
helps for keeping small bands active, 
child wider open, child brains 
busy. It will be a book of games, of 
suggestions for child band work, a 
book of child busy-ness, 

With these four books or many books 
of each of these four ciasses a child 
will begin bis bome education in an ef- 
ficient, result making Way.
